COOK INTIMATES BARRILL 
IS GUILTY OF PERJURY 


Agent Reports to Pole Discov- 
erer, Barrill Was Offered 
Considerable Sum of .Money 
to Sign Affidavit Discrediting 
Claim He Had Climbed Alas- 
kan Peak. 


- New York, October 15-—-Dr. Freder- 
ick A. Cook, refuting the charges that 
he had not ascended Mount McKinley, 
in Alaska, in 1906, came out with a 
statement in New York tonight, after 
a three-hour conference with his at- 
torney. intimating that Edward N. Bar- 
rfll, the guide who accompanied him, 
had perjured himself in his recent af- 
fidavit for a consideration offered by 
his detractors. To disprove Barrill’s 
statements, he further announced that 
he had taken preliminary steps to or- 
ganize an expedition to ascend Mount 
McKinley and procure the’ records 
which he says he left there. He has 
requested Anthony Fiala, the Arctic 
explorer, to head the expedition, and 
has asked Proféssor H, C. Parker, of 
Columbia university, to accompany 
Fiala. Telegrams were sent to both 
Fiala and Parker, and their answers 
are expected tomorrow. 
Formal Denial Made. 

Dr. Cook made the following state- 
ment to the Associated Press tonight: 

‘lpon my return from. Atlantic City 
today I conferred with a confidential 
agent whom I had sent to Montana 
to investigate stories which had reach- 
ed me in Kansas City to the effect that 
strong inducements had been offered 
Edward N. Barrill, the guide who ac- 
companied me to the summit of Mount 
McKinley in the summer of 1906. This 
confidential agent returned from Mon- 
tana this morning, and, for good rea- 
sons: I do not care at the present time 
to make his name public. 

“After thorough Investigation there 
he reports to me that an offer of a 
considerable sum of money was made 
Mr. Barrill on the condition that he 
prepare and sign an affidavit which 
would be calculated to discredit my 
claim that I succeeded in scaling the 
Alaskan peak. This offer, so my rep- 
resentative informs me, was made to 
Mr. Barrill in the presence of C. G. 
Bridgford. a reputable citizen of Ham- 
lltion, Mont., who associated with 
Mr. Barrill in the real estate business. 

Barrill at that time, according to the 
statement of Mr. Bridgford to my rep- 
resentative, declined to make such an 
affidavit and informed the men who 
had requested him to swear that I did 
not reach the top of Mount McKinley, 
that to make such an affidavit he 
would have to ‘commit perjury and sell 
his own soul.’ 

The Barrill Affidavit. 

“Several days after this proposal was 
made to Mr. Barrill, he, in company 
with Frederick Printz, who was also a 
member of my Mount McKinley expedi- 
tion, joined Walter P. Miller, the offi- 
clal photographer of that expedition, 
in Missoula, Mont., and accompanied 
him to Seattle and Tacoma It was 
while on this trip, I am informed, that 
Barrill made the affidavit which was 
printed in New York for thg first time 
yesterday. 

“Since Barrill and myself were the 
only two members of the party to reach 
the top of Mount McKinley, it ‘s now 
simply a question of my word against 
his statement. Within the next forty- 
eight hours, however, affidavite made 
by prominent citizens of Hamilton, 
Mont., will be handed over to the As- 
sociated Press, and will be to the ef- 
‘fect ‘that during the last three years 
Barrill has continually rehearsed the 
Mount McKinley story, and has at all 
times insisted that we succeeded in 
reaching the summit of the mountain. 
No one has been found in Hamilton 
who can testify that at any time ne 
has ever heard the story as it is re- 
lated by Barrill in his own affidavit. 

“Il have today received numerous 
telegrams from reputable citizens of 
Montana who have talked with Barrill, 
and are willing te make affidavits as 
to his former version of the Mount 
McKinley trip. 

Anthany Fiala Invited. 

“T have tonight ferwarded a _ tele- 
gram to Anthony Fiala, asking him to 
head an expedition to Mount McKinley 
to bring back my records. Another 
telegram has been sent to Professor 
Herschel! C. Parker, of Columbia uni- 
versity, who accompanied me in the 
early stages of my last Mount Me. 
Kinley expedition. asking him to join 
‘Fiala on the expedition. . 

“i have. the assurance that the 
pecessary funds for the expedition will 
be forthcoming, and the expedition will 
be entirely under the supervision and 
direction of Mr. Fiala. The preliminary 
arrangements for the trip will be made 
at once, and the expedition will start 
as soon as weather permits next 
year. 

“Mr. Fiala and Mc. Parker Will no 
deubt invite a number of expert moun- 
taim climbers to acoompany them on 
this expedition. The result of their ef- 
forts will set at rest forever any dotbt 
that may exist as to whether Barril!l and 
myself reached the topmest summit 
and deposited there records as de- 
scribed in my book, ‘To the Top or 
the Continent.’

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JILTED BY HER LOVER, 
“QUEEN ZOLOLA” TRIES 
TO PUT AN END TO LIFE 


Despondent because the affections of 
the man she loved grew cold, together 
with her finances diminishing on ac- 
count of medical expenses, “Queen Zo- 
lola,” a well-known palmist, whose 
formal name is Mrs. John Stegall, aged 
39, made an unsuccessful attempt at 
suicide Sunday night‘in her room at 
81 Brotherton street by drinking a‘ vial 
of laudanum ; 

The poison nauseated her system to 
a considerable degree, but she is now 
rapidly recovering from the effects of 
her attempt at self-destruction at the 
Grady hospital. The medium was as- 
signed to bed No. 23, in the female 
charity ward. 

“Queen Zolola,” as she is known in 
her profession, has lived in Atlanta “off 
and on” for about three years, having 
held an engagement at Ponce de Leon 
Park in the clairvoyant’s tent. She is 
a native of Zanesville, Ohio, and is said 
to have wealthy parents in Cincinnati. 

“Queen Zolola” has been married four 
different times, and is now the grass 
widow of the last one, who is reported 
to be worth $75,000, in New York city, 
his home. Her third husband commit- 
ted suicide. She is said to be the sis- 


sician knew of her case. She is now 
on a liquid diet, and is worried be- 
cause her coffee has been stricken from 
the list. She says coffee helps her to 
get in communication with the spirits. 

Wishing her relatives to know of her 
condition, “Queen Zolola” voluntarils 
sent for a Constitution reporter and 
told her story. Lying on her cot— 
numbered “23”—she was in good spir- 
its and talked freely of her life and 
the recent episode. 

“For the past several weeks,’ said 
“Queen Zolola,” “I have felt very de- 
pressed on account of bad-news I had 
received from visions of my relatives 
in Ohio. Sunday I felt very bad, my 
soul was sick, and I feit I needed the 
kind word of a close friend. 

“The only friend in whom I had 
placed the closest cofifidence is one of 
Atlanta's prominent citizens, and he 
has an office, too, in one of the lead- 
ing skyscrapers. Oh, it wouldn’t do to 
tell his name. Well, any way, I callea 
him up over the telephone, and to my 
great surprise he gave me a curt an- 
swer and slammed down the receiver. 

“TI then felt utterly despondent and 
tired of life. On account of my health 
I have not been able to carry on my 
profession, and my finances are in an 
embarrassing state. All these things. 
coupled with the news received in vis- 


ter of Mrs. Lillie Stamper, of 65 Third 
street, Macon, Ga. 

“Queen Zolola's’” attempt at. suicide 
has been kept quiet since Sunday night, 
and not even her closest relatives have 
been apprised of the affair. She spent 
a restiess night following the dose 
which she swallowed, and during the 
early hours of Monday drank sirup of 
pepsin to alleviate her pain. Later on 
Monday morning she asked to be taken 
to the Grady hospital in a cab, and 
since that time only the attending phy-

Came Without Warning. 

It came practically without warning 
and in some places, it is reported that 
the wind attained a velocity of 90 
miles an hour. While only one death 
occurred at Denmark, Tenn., the hor- 
rors of the storm were greatly height- 
ened by the fire which started amid 
the ruins and debris of what was once 
2 flourishing little town in middle 
Tennessee: The fierce flames, unquench- 
ed by the heavy downpour of rain and 
hail, rapidly’ consumed what few 
dwellings and storehouses what few 
standing and tonight a scene of utter 
desolation is pregented.. Two hundred 
people were . rendered homeless and 
have appealed to neighboring towns 
and citizns for immediate aid. 

Reports of five deaths and heavy 
damage come from McNairy county, 
where is located the famous battle- 
field of Shiloh and which was directly 
in the path of the storm. Homes and 
stores were levelléd to the ground and 
great trees in the historic National 
cemetery were uprooted to be tossed 
about by the raging tempest. 

Monuments Wrecked. 

Many handsome and imposing state 
monuments in the National park were 
torn from their pedestals and the 
superintendent's lodge and other build- 
ings were destroyed. The property 
damage in this section is estimated at 
$100,000. 

Wire communication with Stanton- 
ville, where thirteen lives are report- 
ed to have been lost, has not vet been 
reestablishd and tonight it is impos- 
sible to confirm the report. ) 

The heaviest known loss. of life oc- 
eurred at Hamburg, where, in the im- 
mediate territory, the storm claimed 
fifteen victims and did great prop- 
ertvy damage.

Damage at Cartersville. 

A property damage of at_ least 
$50,000 is estimated at Cartersville, 
Ga... whi that at Atlanta will run 
between Ras 008 and $100,000.

Hardly a house in the 
city escaped damage to some extent.

In other words, if we treat 
the state of Georgia as any other cor- 
poration, and should decide to liquidate 
and go out of business on the first 
day of January, 1910, with all taxes

| Its other imperfections, whatever they may be, are of minor con-e- 
quence; they will have little or no bearing upon the working of the regis- 
tration system. 

But there was neither necessity, occasion, sense nor reason in the re- 
quirement that the registration books shall be closed six months in ad- 
vance of. the election. | 

Its inevitable result will be, as the registration for 191) will prove, the 
disfranchisement of some thousands of white voters throughout the state 
who have every right to exercise the privilege of the Lallot. 

It has been pointed out time and again how this radical change in the 
registration law will produce this result, and that it will follow cannot be 
successfully controverted. 

It is not to be credited that, once the people of Georgia become fully 
cognizant of the effect of this feature of the law, they will further tol- 
erate it. 

It ig too late now, of course, to change it in time for next year’s elec- 
tions: therefore, the registration for 1910 must proceed in accordance with it. 

But it cannot be questioned that when the results of this feature of 
the new registration system become apparent on April 1 next, and when 
thousands of voters realize they have lost the opportunity to participate 
in the year’s elections, even though it be the result of their own fai:ure 
through carelessness or ignorance, to comply with that feature of the law, 
there is going to be a widespread and general demana for the revision of 
that objectionable feature. 

All that should be required in reason and justice is that the registration 
books shall be closed in ample time for a fair and effective purging of the 


= 
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registration lists. 

Thirty, or certainly sixty, days will afford full and abundant time for 
proper and careful performance of this work. 

As for the rest of the law, with the possible exception of remedying 
the defective omission of provision for the registration of young men who 
become of age between the time of the closing of the books and the electicn, 
it will, no doubt, work with as much satisfaction as any registration law 
the state might try. 

But the grave, the serious, defect in it, as we have pointed out, needs 
prompt legislative and remedial attention. 
| That the etfects of its operation—the disfranchisement of thousands of

Along with the resumption of prosperity at full tide has come the signifj- 
‘cant and to-be-expected announcements that the railroads are threatened 
- with the ancient congestion of traffic, and that rush orders are being placed 
with manufacturers of equipment and motive-power. 

Co-equal with this development is the tendency on part of the conserva- 
tive newspapers of the country to point out that the happily-ended era ot 
railroad baiting, which cannot be considered save as at least a contributory 
cauce of the stringency, was not one of unmixed evils.

Some absorbingly interesting state 
history ts recalled by the present con- 
troversy over the status of the treaury. 

It encompasses the financial dif- 
ficulties of the military government in 
1867 and 1868 on account of the civil 
officers having tied up the tax money 
before leaving office; the establish- 
ment of the state common schoo! 
system, and its growth from an in- 
stitution costing $200,000 to a system 
costing the state $2,500,000 annually. 

The state of Georgia under some 
form has continued in business for a 
good many years. When there was no 
tax money to keep the wheels moving, 
the governor has been authorized to 
borrow money. Some times appropria-| 
tions for the vear have been made in 
January, and then appropriations have 
not been made until Detember The 
fiscal year has been changed from time 
to time, as have the manner of laying 
taxes and making appropriations. 

It was the middle of December, 1871, 
before the appropriations act for the 
maintenance of the government for 
that year was approved. The very next 
month, January, 1872, the apporpria- 
tlons act for that year was approved 
Since ~ 1880 appropriations have been 
made two years in advance, but even 
now the tax ley to run the state in 
any one year is not made by the gov- 
ernor until the fall of the year. 

Taxes Collected in Fall. 

Georgia, being an agricultural state, 
the taxes have always been collected 
in the fall, when the people have 
money from the sale of the year's 
crops. The state's fiscal year now 

uns from January 1 to December 31. 
When the wheels of the legislative and 
judicial departments begin to turn on 
the first day of the year, new obliga- 
tions are created for the new year. 

To meet these obligations the onfy 
revenue for the new year which is 
available is that fron® special taxes— 
the rental of the Western and At- 
lantie railroad; taxes on near beer and 
fees from oil and fertilizer inspection. 
Most of the special taxes are payable 
quarterly. 

By using the money of the teachers 
to kite with, and delaying payments to 
them while applying the school money 
to carry on the other departments, 
the state has been able to keep things 
moving. When the special taxes come 
in, the money is applied to the school 
fund to repay the loan from that fund. 
Thus the teachers carry the burden of 
the state. 


Jenkins Blocks Military Rulers. 

In 1868 the legislature met in Octo- 
ber. The appropriations act for the 
support of the state government in 
that year, was approved October 19, 
1868. The tax act for that year was 
approved on October 5, 1868, On 
October 9, 1868, an order was issued by 
Governor Bulloch requiring the comp- 
troNer general to collect the balance of 
the state taxes due for 1867 and stop- 
ped by order of Governor Jenkins. 

Since that year the tax and ap- 
propriations acts have been approved 
on the following dates, varying from 
January to December:

The state’s fiscal vear was changed 
by act of the legtsiature approved 
December 16. 1878, so that instead of 
running from January 1 to December 
31, it ran from October 1 to September 
30. Beginning in 1880 appropriations 
and taxes were provided for two years 
in advance, instead of for one year 
only. The legislature which met in’ 
1881 made appropriations for 1882 and 
1883; taxes to meet them were levied In 
the fall of those years. 


Ne Taxes Collected for 1867. 


But to go back to the financial] dif- 
ficulties of the state, and its military 
governors, during 1868. Governor 
Charlies J. Jenkins was removed from 
office by the mllitary authorities in 
January of that year and Brigadier 
General Thomas H. Ruger appointed 
in his place. 

On January 10, 1868, under authority 
of section 76 of the code, Governor 
Jenkins suspended the _ collection of 
specifiC and ad valorem taxes ugtil 
May 1, 1868. As the appropriations 
for the maintenance of the state :gov- 
ernment during 1868 had not been made 
he ordered the superintendent of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, on 
January 11, 1868, to pay over the rental 
due the state quarterly to the fallow- 
ing institutions: Lunatic asylum, $15.- 
000; academy for the blind, 2,750; 
academy for the deaf and dumb, $2,000; 
penitentiary, $5,000. Acknowledgments 
were to be taken for these payments 
and the loan thus advanced was to be 
returned by these institutions when the 
regular appropriations for the year 
were made by the legislature. 

Governor Jenkins was removed on 
January 15, 1868, by order of Major 
General George S. Meade, commander 
of the third militia district, and one 
of the first acts of Military Governor 
Ruger was to tssuse, on January 21, 
i868, an order for the continued col- 
lection of taxes due for 1867. As 
Treasurer N. L. Angier and Comptroller 
General John T. Burns had also been 
removed and the state government 
was in the hands of the military au- 
thorities the tax collectors declined to 
continue the collection of taxes for 
that year. 

The military governor’s message [to 
the legislature On September 3, 18868, 
tells of unsuccessful efforts to secure 
setllements between the deposed state 
officers and the new officers elected by 
the new legislature. 

Former Treasurer N. L. Angter re- 
plied that he was building a warehouse 
and his private affairs occupied all his 
time and he. could not worry over his 
former official duties. The new comp- 
troller general. Hon Madison Bell, 
replied that the former comptroller 
general was waiting on the former 
state treasurer fer a settlement and 
that the last named had declined to 
surrender his books and papers. 


Common Schools Established. 

The common school system of the state 
was established in. 18790 by act of the 
legislature. Governor Bulloch had re- 
signed on November 30, 1870, and 
Benjamin Conley. president of the 
senate, succededed to the office. Hon. 
James M. Smith, speaker of the house, 
was the next year elected governor, 
and appointed Gustavus J. Orr as state 
school commissioner. The schools were 
opened and teachers employed ac- 
cording to law. though no provision 
had been made to pay the teachers. 

There was no provision for an ad 
valorem tax to support the common 
schools until after the constitution of 
1877 had been adopted. - Formerly. the 
schools were maintained by special 
taxes, including the tax on liquor and 
one-half the monthly rental of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. Now 
in addition to special taxes ad 
volerm tax is levied.

United States Steel was the dominant 
leader of the speculation and its rapid 
advance set the tone for the whole 
market. Of scarcely less influence on 
| sentiment wes the new prominence as- 
sumed by St. Paul, Amalgamated Cop- 
per and Union Pacific, which are sup- 
posed to be the favorites in specula- 
tive mediums of the Standard Oil party. 
The movement in these stocks had the 
effect of quieting an apprehension pro- 
fessed by an element of the specu- 
lation that the Morgan movement in 
the market did not have the support 
and approval of the Standard Oil party. 
Such considerations were given weight 
by the professional element, which was 
an important faction in the day’s mar- 
ket by reason of the enormous individ- 
ual transaction by several active 
traders. The concurrent revival of 
strength in Reading was an important 
addition to the favoring influences. 
There was no obvious explanation of 
the revival of strength in the market 
in the news of the day. The tone of 
the money market was somewhat 
easier in the call loan division, in spite 
of the forecast of the heavy decline in 
the cash holdings of the banks for 
the week. The ruling rate for call 
loans was lower than yesterday and 
the supply of funds was reported to be 
larger. Reports were current that 
foreign bankers were letiding money 
in New York and there were large 
offerings from out-of-town banks. The 
foreign exchange market held steady 
during most of the day and did not 
reflect offerings of rinance biHs. 
There was some recession in the pri- 
vate discount rate in London, but an- 
other advance in the Berlin market. 
The week's loss of cash by the banks 
is estimated between six and seven 
million dollars, the express movement 
with the interior having been against 
New York on balance, in addition to 
the absorption of $5,043,000 by the 
week's subtreasury operations. The 
movement of the interior exchange in- 
dicates, however, that a lull has oc- 
curred in the demand for currency, 
such ag is not unusual for a few weeks 
after the Ist of October. This interior 
demand usually revives before the end 
of November, but a relaxation in the 
money market is likely to occur in 
the interim. The speculation today 
showed itself prompt to avail] itself of 
the prospect of this amelioration of 
the money situation, which is called 
the sole obstacle to the demand for 
stocks. The extraordinary movement 
in United States Steel caused a circu- 
lation of new rumors of special de- 
velopments, aside from the favorable 
trade situation to account for its rise. 
Reports of a contemplated dinner, at 
which the heads of the independent 
steel companies are *to be present in 
company with the head of the United 
States Steel Corporation, made the im- 
mediate occasion for this rumor, which 
alleged an intended close working 
agreement to include all the producers. 
There was reported also a better feel- 
ing in the copper trade, but the effect 
was more pronounced on the securi- 
ties of copper companies than on the 
market for the meta] itself. The Mis- 
sourl, Kansas and Texas absorption 
helped the stocks of the companies af- 
fected, and induced some credence for 
reports of other railroad deals. One 
of these pointed to a project for shar- 
ing control of the new Western Pa- 
cific, or even of the Denver and Rio 
Grande, which owns’ the control of 
that road, between the Gould interests 
and the Chicago, Lexington and 
Quincy. The above specimens will in- 
dicate how large a part unverified 
rumors played in the day’s market> 
News of another damaging storm in 
the south was not helpful to the mar- 
ket. Realizing sales da@educted some- 
thing from the day’s gross gains, but 
there were new points of strength in 
the late market.
